Chicago, Oct. 9.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une. ]—Suggestion that America institute 
two meatless days, also adding two 
wheatless days, intimates that people 
forget history and the fact that in an- 
cient times wheat or meat had little 
or no place on the dietary. Great wars 
were won by soldiers who never tasted 
meat. In ancient times not wheat but 
barley was a prime food, while in pio- 


corn, was the principal cereal, exclu- 
sively used by the Indians, 

As to the necessity of feeding soldiers 
meat the idea is absurd in the face of 
the knowledge that the Polish soldiers 
of Napoleon's army, selected for their 
endurance and courage, lived on oatmeal 
bread and potatoes. Cyrus the Great of 
Persia, who was brought up on bread 
and water, with his vegetarian army, 
conquered the then known world. The 
army of Rome, in its palmiest days, 
noted for athletic endurance and heroic 
deeds, was strictly vegetarian.
